REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

a. The claims are allowed because the prior art does not teach 
or suggest, separately or in combination, the subject matter 
recited in any of applicant's independent claims. In particular, 
Taylor M58 et al and Proppe ^578 et al are related art, however, 
simply detecting turbidity of a fluid is not considered to be the 
novel feature of the invention, since clearly such is already 
well known in the art.
